Su"bject:    Marking  of  Weight  on  Pf  ckf  ges  in  whicxi  Cheese  is  Shi-or)ed, 

Com-olaints  are  still  being  received  from  destination  ooints  that  the 
boxes  in  which  cheese  -ourcha.sed  oy  Federal  Sunolus  Commodities  Cor-por- 
ation  is  shi-OToed  are  marked  vith  more  than  one  weight.     This  causes  a 
great  deal  of  confusion  concerning  the  actual  weif:ht  of  the  cheese, 
Instcnces  are  also  re;oorted  where  one  weight  is  marked  on  S5ch  end  of 
the  "box.    Tnese  weights  a-re  a.p  oarently  intended  to  represent  the  v^eight 
of  each  cheese  noacked  in  the  box.     Tais  eToolies  particulary  where  so 
called  octagonal  or  Hew  Zealand  tyne  boxes  are  used. 

On  -oage  thrf  e  of  Cheese  Graders'  Memorandum  Ho.  5»  dt^ted  July  9>  19^2, 
attention  vra.s  called  to  the  fact  that  it  is  imoortant  tha.t  cheese  con- 
tainers 'be  ma.rked  witn  only  one  wr-jght,  -oreforalDly  to  he  stamtied  or 
stencil.-d  .-nd  in  any  event  to  he  a~3;olied  in  such  a  manner  that  the  cor- 
rect weignts  vlll  he  clearly  legihle  u-oon  arrival  at  destination.  VJe 
again  call  your  attention  to  the  necessity  for  shoving  only  one  v^eight 
on  thr  rie.ckagf^s  in  which  cheese  is  shioToed,    Even  though  more  than  one 
cheese  is  contained  in  a  "box,  the  comhined  weight  of  the  chr-egp,  not 
two  or  morr  separate  weights,  should  he  marked  on  the  contriner. 
It  is  essential  that  the  marking  of  Ti^eight  on  cheese  boxes  he  correct- 
ly done,  if  confusion  and  difficulty  arc  to  he  avoided.     We  urgently 
request  that  you  make  every  effort  to  see  that  the  weight  is  marked  on 
cheese  packages  as  instructed  above,  _  „

Subject:  Procedure  to  be  Follovred  in  the  Grading  and  Stamping  of  Containers 
and  Preparation  of  Grading  Certificates  for  Cheese  Purchased  by  the 
FSCC  under  Announcement  FSC-1265 

The  Food  Distribution  Administration  announces  that  it  intends  to  purchase 
i'Linerican  Cheddar  Cheese  under  the  terms  of  Announcement  FSC-1265,  a  copy  of 
which  is  attached  with  amendments.     Offers  ma^r  be  submitted  at  any  time  and 
notice  of  acceptance  v:ill  be  filed  at  L'ashington,  D.  C.  not  later  than  mid- 
night of  the  second  business  day  after  receipt  of  the  offer.     Offers,  if  ac- 
cepted, "Will  become  contracts  ~ivith  the  F3CC  . 

QUArTITY:     Offers  are  preferred  in  naxim.um  carlots  but  may  be  for  any  quantity 
in  multiples  of  not  less  than  a  minii:ium  carload.     On  deliverjr,  a  tolerance  of 
3  percent,  in  pounds,  vj-ill  bo  pemitted'  on  the  total  quantity  contracted,  pro- 
vided no  carlot  shipment  shall  be  less  than  a  minimum  carlot  for  the  classifi- 
cation territory  in  v/hich  the  shipment  originates. 

QUALITY:  All  cheese  shall  be  at  least  ten  days  old  at  the  time  of  inspection 
Also  note  that  both  UoS.  No.  1  and  U.  S,  llo.  2~cheese  may  be  offered  and  that 
mixed  carlots  ij/ill  be  accepted.  The  quality  requirem.ents  are  clearly  stated 
in  the  announcement  under  each  grade  specification.  Further,  note  that  U,  S. 
No,  2  cheese  may  now  be  offered  and  do  not  'confuse  the  U,  S.  rio,  2  specifica- 
tion with  that  of  U,  S.  Fo.  2A  in  Announcement  FSC-758. 

MfJlKIFG  AFD  FACKIFG:     Particular  attention  should  be  given  to  the  markings  of 
the  cheese  and  containers  to  see  that  they  conform  with  contract  requirements. 
All  of  the  required  markings  vrith  the  possible  exception  of  the  contract  n-am.- 
ber  shall  be  on  the  boxes  at  the  time  the  cheese  is  graded.    Also,  note  that 
sctlc  boards  arc  required  next  to  the  top  and  bottom  of  each  individual  cheese. 
Containers  should  be  of  the  type  and  style  specified  in  the  offer  and  the  cheese 
sho-ll  fit  the  containers  as  required  in  the  attached  container  specifications, 
FSC -17145. 

STA:IPIFG  COFTAIiSFS  ■VIT^I  USD:,  LOT  IlEEEFS:    '  ;horo  the  choose  is  held  in  a  plant 
or  private  warehouse,  each  container  shall  be  stamped  v.dth  a  USDA  lot  number, 
".'here  the  cheese  is  held  in  a  public  \:;:.rehouse,  it  will  not  be  necessary  to 
stamp  each  individual  container  -.rith  a  tjgd..  lot  ninbor,  as  the  warehouse  lot 
nixibors  can  be  used  for  identification.     In  the  stamping  of  carlots  of  mixed 
grades,  a  .  separate  USDi.  lot  shall  be  used  for  each  grade  unless  the  stamp  per- 
mits the  use  of  a  sub-lot  number  in  connection  i/ith  the  U3DA  lot  number. 

CERTIFIC-.TEG  COVEFIFG  CAFLOTS  OF  ."H.VO^D  GFJ.DES  :    Certificates  covering  carlots 
of  mixed  grc.dos  should  separately  indicate  those  vats  graded  U,  S,  Fo,  1  and 
those  graded  U.  S.  No.  2.     The  nmbcr  of  packages  and  the  total  pounds  ©f  each 
grade  shall  also  be  shown  separately  on  the  certificate.  The  certificate  must 


show  the  number  of  vats  accepted  and  the  mjmber  (if  any)  that  are  rejected  in 
order  to  provide  necessary  information  for  auditing  the  certification  on  the 
certificate  of  the  amount  of  the  fees  ard  charges  that  the  vBndor  is  to  be  re- 
imbursed by  the  FSCC. 

FEES  AND  EXPEFSES:    All  inspection  fees  and  charges  including  the  cost  of  grad- 
ing, weighing,  and  moisture  determination  shall  be  paid  by  the  vendor  (see  at- 
tached copy  of  Special  ifotice  to  Vendors  of  Cheddar  Cheese,  Dated  February  IE, 
1943),     The  FSCC  v^rill  reimburse  the  vendor  for  all  fees  and  charges  for  grading, 
weighing,  and  moisture  determination  of  the  actual,  cheese  delivered  to  the  FSCC. 
It  will  not  reimburse  the  vendor  for  any  part  of  the  fees  and  charges  that  are 
applicable  to  cheese  that  is  rejected  or  cheese  that  is  not  delivered  to  the 
FSCC.     In  determining  the  correct  amount  for  v/hich  the  vendor  is  to  be  reimbursed, 
the  total  amount  for  the  fees  and  charges  for  grading,  vrcighing,  and  moisture 
determination  should  bo  divided  by  the  total  number  of  vats  graded  including 
those  that  arc  accepted  and  those  that  are  rejected  and  this  amoixnt  should  then 
be  multiplied  by  the  number  of  vats  accepted.     The  correct  cumount  for  which  the 
vendor  is  to  be  reimbursed  by  FSCC  should  be  shown  on  the  grading  certificate 
in  the  manner  prescribed  in  paragraph  3  of  Special  Hoti'cc  to  Vendors  of  Cheddar 
Cheese,  v/hich  is  attached.
